Resume 

The present paper is a list of the species of larger fungi collected by the 
writers since 1959 to 1961 in the lower temperate deciduous forest which covers 
the northern foot of Mt. Iide (2105m). In the tree layer of this forest, Fagus 
crenata is a dominant species, acompanying with Quercus mongolica var. gros- 
seserrata, Aescidus turbinata, Acer mono, A. japonicum, Carpinus laxiflora, 
C. japonica, Magnolia obovata, Pterocarya rhoifolia, etc. The shrub layer is 
chiefly dominated by Camellia rusticana, Sasa sp., etc. A total of 67 spp. of 
larger fungi is listed here; one species each of both Auriculariales and Tremel- 
lales, six of Aphyllophorales, fifty-eight of Agaricales and one of Gasteromycetales. 
A new species, Tricholojjia maculatipus Hongo et Matsuda, is described.
